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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The Applicant's request for reconsideration filed on July 28, 2009 was received. Claim 1 
has been amended. Claims 2 and 16-26 have been canceled. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S.C. code not included in this action can be 
found in the prior Office Action issued on April 28, 2009. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. Claims 1,3-15 and 27-3 1 are allowed. The closest prior art of record are Watanabe (JP 
2002079645) Watanabe do not teach a method of manufacturing a relief material for seamless 
printing using a liquid photosensitive resin, comprising supplying the liquid photosensitive resin 
having a viscosity that retains an applied shape to a resin receiving plate which has an angle of 
inclination and whose front end gas a doctor plate shape from a resin supplying device in a 
linear mode by linearly moving the resin supplying device in an axial direction of the workpiece 
and at least one end of the resin plate in the axial direction having a resin flow preventive 
movable dam. No other prior art teaches a method of manufacturing a relief material for 
seamless printing using a liquid photosensitive resin, comprising supplying the liquid 
photosensitive resin having a viscosity that retains an applied shape to a resin receiving plate 
which has an angle of inclination and whose front end has a doctor plate shape from a resin 
supplying device in a linear mode by linearly moving the resin supplying device in an axial 
direction of the workpiece and at least one end of the resin plate in the axial direction having a 
resin flow preventive movable dam as disclosed by the instant application.
